Shanghai. May 27.—One of the most 
remarkable murder cases in the his- 
tory of China, an outgrowth oC the 
political conflict, over the presidency 
of China in "1913. ha.s just been con- 
cluded with the execution at Peking of 
Hung Chi-tsu for the killing of,Sung 
Chiao-jen. 
The extraordinary phase of the case 
was the fact that Kuuff was first sen- 
tenced to -life imprisonment but .ap- 
pealed to the supreme court of China 
with the result that death sentence 
was imposed instead of life imprison- 
ment.

The murder of Sung Chiao-jen was 


considered a political 
crime. 
Sung, 


formerly was minister of agriculture 
anrl commerce and. when he was as- 
sasinated on tho platform of a. railway 
station at Shanghai in 19.13, was a can- 
didate for the prertiierghip. 
HP. was 


ono of the leaders 
of the southern 
party opposed to Yuan .Shi-kai. who 
then was provisional president of Chi- 
na and -a candidate for election of 
president o€ the permanent govern- 
ment soon to be established. The party 
of which Sunf," was a leader was head- 
ed by Sun Tat-sen and was strong; in 
tho southern provinces.. Lenders of 
tho southern party alleged there was a 
political plot to keep them out of office 
and that President Yuan Shi-kal (since 
deceased) knew and approved of the 
activities of somo of the plotters. 
The premier of Yuan's government, 


Chao Plng-chun, was alleged to have 
been one of the instigators of Sung's 
murder, but ho died with tragic sud- 
denees. 
Two others alleged to have 


actually killed Sung were arrested but 
riled mysteriously before being placed 
on trial. 
This left Hung alone to solve the 


mystery. 
For several years he kept. 
away from Shanghai but during the 
war returned here dlsgruised as a monk 
and even appeared in court in a dis- 
pute over some property.

I had a double ob- 
ject in it, not only my pride that the 
Americas should set tho example and 
show the genuineness of their prin- 
ciples, but that the United States 
should have a new relation to the 
other Americas. 
Recalls Own Purposal 
"The United States upon a famous 


occasion warned the governments of 
Europe that it would regard it as an 
unfriendly act If they tried to over- 
turn free institutions in the western 
hemisphere and to substitute 
their 


own systems of government which at 
that time were inimlcial to those free 
institutions: 
but 
while 
the 
United 
States thus undertook of its own 
motion to be the champion of America 
agaiiJst such aggressions from (Europe, 
it did notgive any conclusive aseurance 
that it would never itself be Iho ag- 
gressor. What I wanted to do in tho 
proposals to which I have just referred 
was to offer to the other -American 
states our-own bond that they were 
safe against us and any illicit ambi- 
tions we might entertain, as well as 
safe. BO 'far as the power of the United 
States could make them safe against 
foreign nations. 
"Of course I am sorry that happy 
consummation did not come, but, after 
all. 
no doubt the impulse was contri- 
buted to by us which has now led to 
a sort of mutual pledge on the part of 
all the self-governing nations ot the 
world that they will be friends to each 
other, not only, but that they will take 
pains to secure others' safety and in- 
dependence and territorial integrity. 


Caujrlit' Pessoa's Sympathy 
"No greater thing has ever hap- 
pened in the political world than that. 
J am particularly gratified tonight to 
thin.k, of the hours I have had the 
pleasure of spending with Mr. Pessoa 
as a member, along with him, of the 
commission on the league of nations 
which prepared the convenant which 
was submitted to the conference. 
I 
have felt as I looked down the table 
and caught his eye, that we had the 
same American mind In regard to the 
business, and when I made suggestions 
or used arguments, that I felt were 
characteristically American. I would 
always catch sympathy in his eyes. 
When others perhaps did not catch 
the point at once, he always caught 
it, because we were not tared to the 
same-language literally, we were bred 
to the same political language and the 
same political thought, and our ideas 
were the same. 
"It is, therefore, with a real .sense 
of communication and of fellowship 
and of something more than neigh- 
borly familiarity that I find myself 
in this congenial company and that I. 
take my part with you in paying my 
tribute and extending my warmest 
best wishes to the great country of 
Brazil and to the gentleman who will 
worthily represent her in her presi- 
dential chair. 
"I ask you ot join with me in drink- 
ing the health of the president-elect 
of Brazil."

Brilliant Page in Military Annals

We drove clown diagonally through 


the Marne salient as it was last sum- 
mer after- the German break-through 
0:1 the Marne. to .Dormans, 
and so 
across the river. In the darkening af- 
ternoon we passed over the Montagne 
do Khelms, and crossed the Valley of 
the Andre, near the spot -where the 
•Nineteenth British 
division, 
in 
the 
German attack of last June, put tip so 
splendid a fight in defese of an im- 
portant position commanding the val- 
ley—the Montagne 
de 
Bligny—that 
the general of the Fifth French army, 
General' de Mitry, under whose orders 
they were,

"They have enabled us to establish a 
barrier against which the hostile waves 
have, beaten and shattered themselves.
